CAN DID READ ER, 


I E firſt Vearly-meeting, according to 
WILLIAM SEWEL's Hiſtory, firſt 
Edition, page 485, and the ſecond 
Edition page 468, was held in London in the 
Year 1669 ; ; and it appears, that as Sufferings 


Increaſed on Friends, they appropriated a con- 
fiderable Part of the Time thereof, for Con- 


ſultations and Advice relating thereto, and 
therefore called it for ſome Years, A YEARLY- 
MEETING FOR SUFFERINGS, but made no 


- Record of their Tranſactions till the Year 1672, 


and thoſe moſtly about Suffering Caſes ; and as 
their Advices 45 Informations were neceſſary 
to be tranſmitted to the diſtant Members of the 
Society, which became too great a Work to 


be well performed by Writing, they began to 


print it in 1682; from which Time I com- 
mence this Ex T RAC , and continue it to 
the Vear 1762 incluſive. 


It may afford Information to ſome, into 
whoſe Hands this may come, to obſerve, That 
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as ſevere Sufferings, Impriſonments, &c. hap- 


pened in the Abſence of the Yearly-meeting, it 
became neceſſary for that Meeting to appoint 
a Committee of zealous and faithful Friends re- 
ſiding in Landon, as early as, or before, 1693, * 


to meet together as Occaſion required, and to 


correſpond with ſome Friends in each County, 
or capital City, and to receive from them Ac- 
counts of each reſpective ſuffering Caſes, as 


required ſpeedy Relief by Application to the 
Government, Parliament, or otherwiſe, as 


might be thought moſt expedient ; which was 


eſtabliſhed under the Name of THE MEETING 


FOR SVFFERINGS, and is directed to confiſt of 


four Friends of London, choſen by each County 
to repreſent it, and four Friends, or more, 
choſen in each County as Correſpondents to 
write to, on all Occaſions relating to the 
Society; who are alſo Members of the ſaid 
Meeting, which ſets in London every Sixth-day 
in the Afternoon, This excellent Eſtabliſhment 
exempts the Yearly - meeting from the imme- 
diate Care of ſuffering Caſes, and is perhaps 
the moſt laborious and uſeful Meeting in the 
Society. | 
Since I began the following ExTRracrT, I 
procured 1n the Yearly - meeting, in or about 
the Year 1738, an Appointment of a Com- 
mittee, principally, it not wholly, Members

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of the Meeting for Sufferings, to compoſe an 
ALPHABETICAL EXTRACT of all the then 
preceeding Minutes of the Yearly - meeting 
relating to Rules of Diſcipline, now call'd the 
Book of ExTRACTS, which was judiciouſly 
and carefully done for the Service of the Yearly- 
meeting and the reſpective Quarterly- meetings; 


and the ſucceeding Minutes have been ſince 


digeſted in the ſame Order, and ſent to each 
County, and is ſtill continued in like manner 
for future Service. 


And notwithſtanding there is lately printed 
in Folio by Samuel Clark, a Sett of all the 
Epiſtles extant, from 1675 to 1760 excluſive, 


* four of which were never printed before, 


and fo not included in this EXTRACT : I till 
apprehend this Work will be equally uſeful 
and aſſiſtant, in ready finding the principal 
Advices contain'd in them, and ſerve as an 
Index thereto ; in which my View has alſo

will encourage ſome other Perſon to follow 
my Example herein, in another Age, that 
nothing tending to Edification may be omit- 
ted ; in which Labour, I have no other Motive 
or Inducement, but the general Benefit of the 


Community, the Promotion of the Cauſe of 
true Religion, and the Peace and Proſperity of 


our Zion. 


In the Beginning of this Undertaking, find- 


ing the Yearly Epiſtles for divers Years, to 


contain ſuch Variety of Subjects, I was obliged 


to be as conciſe as poſſible, to obſerve the Pur- 


port thereof ; knowing that the Epiſtles of the 
ſucceeding and latter Years, contain'd a Sum- 
mary of the Advices before given, in which 
I found it neceſſary to be more explicit, and 


eſpecially on all the new Subjects, as the 


Minutes and Rules of Diſcipline have been for 


many Years left out of theſe Epiſtles, and ſent 


to the ſeveral Quarterly - meetings in Writing, 
which reduced the Number of Paragraphs, but 


rendered them more ample and ſignificant ; ſo 


that the larger Extracts of the latter, fully ſup- 
plies the Brevity of the former, 


I cannot well conclude this Preface without 


obſerving, That though 1 have alphabetically

digeſted the principal Heads treated of in theſe 


- Epiſtles, yet I would earneſtly preſs all Friends, 


if poſſible, to peruſe them fully, to read them 
over at large with ſerious Attention, and to 
conſider that each Epiſtle was compoſed by a 
Committee of weighty and judicious Friends, 


choſen out of the Yearly-meeting, from a deep 


Concern for the Preſervation of the Body from 
the Evils of the World in every Reſpect, and 
in the moſt warm and affectionate manner, to 
preſs and exhort them to Faithfulneſs to the 
Manifeſtations of Truth, and to encourage 
them to ſtand faſt in the Support of its various 
Teſtimonies in each reſpective Branch. And 
although the Motives that induced them to 
give theſe excellent Advices, ariſing principally 
from the annual Accounts ſent in by the Coun- 
ties, Colonies, Sc. are very fully and particu- 


larly expreſt ; yet I could not, conſiſtent with 


my Method and Deſign, but lightly touch 
upon them, tho' very moving and inſtructive : 
In the reading of which (together with the 


Advices thereupon given) I have been deeply 
affected and comforted ; therefore I recom- 


mend them to thy Peruſal, as a Collection of 


ſolid, weighty and pertinent Advices ; their 
ſole Tendency being to promote that Purity of 
Life which 1s acceptable to God, and prepares 
for an Inheritance in his Kingdom for ever.
